moving the Humors driving them to the Jawes ir 
moves plenriful ſpirring, and driving rhem to rhe ſu 
ficies and extrenuries of the Body, it alſo affefts the 
Nerves, and ſo much the worſe, it the Huniors which 
are moved be evil, and be not decently purged by 
ſweats, by which alſo if the Nerves ſuffer more vehe- 
mently, after tremblings they ſuffer Convulſions which 
often follow rheſe cures made by. the uſe of quick- 
filver.

F the Viral Motion be Depraved which may be ſeen, 
as I ſhewed in the Voluntary and Inyoluntary Fug-,

&ions of the parts, Hearr, and Arteries : we do nor ob- 
ſerve it as inthedefect : for none can live roo much, | 


and the body and its parts cannor be roo ſtrong : And 
if any parts that moye voluntarily, move too much or 
wrong,that belongs tg the deprayed voluntary motion, 
of which we haye ſpoken. We obſerye Depravation of 
Viral Motion in the pulſe of the Hearr and Arteries, 
when it is oftener or more vehement than it ought to. 
be by nature,or proceeds otherwiſe diſorderlv. - 
| Oftentimes the pulſe of rhe. 
Heart and Arteries ,is more fre-, 
quent than is fir, borh in ſound' 
and fick, the breathing being alſo 
quick ; and if this pulſe be grear 
| alſo, ir is with pain inthe Breaſt, 
Neck, Head, Ears. Ir is to be felt 1n thoſe parts, and

Itis moſt certain that the Hearr and Arteries cauſe 
this depraved palpitarion by their motion 5 becauſe no 
other parts do bear. When theſe beat moderarely, 
ſound people ought not to perceive ir, leaft the noiſe 
ſhould be a hinderance ; as itis when they bear vehe- 
mently : eſpecially where the Arreries are great and 
many, and free, not ſunk into the Muſcles, as in the 
left fide, nor only by reaſon of rhe lefr Ventricle of the 
Hearr, and the Ear that moverh it ſe]frhere, bur by the 
orear Artery that comes from the left fide of the Heart, 
and deſcenderhby rhe left fide of the Verrcorz. Alſo 
in borkh fides of the Throar, which the great Artery af- 
cending goerh through being aivided and there produ- 
ccth the {leeping Arteries, and thoſe of the Arms ; Ab 
ſo under the Ribs eſpecially crthe left fide, becauſe rhe 
grear Artery deſcending thuther, lieth chietly on the left 
tide : As alſo becauſe it prodnceth great Arteries which

| accompany the branches or the Gate-vein on the-righr 


fide, etpecially thoſe thar go to the natural boyyels and 
the Spleen. For which cauſes, when the Arteries bear 
much, the purefaction 1s perceived on thar fide, and is 
rroubleſome. In other places where the Arteries are 
leſs or hidden, though they bear ſtronger, yer are rhey 
nor perceived, excepr it be by the pain of the part ad- 
joyning,, which is troubled ar the leaſt rouch of an Ar- 
rery. Asin painsof the Head, by reaſon of the grea 
Ventricles of the brain bearing, and in Inſlammations. 
Or when a lirrle Artery bearing roo violently in a ſtrait 
place, and hurts a Nerve, as in the Ears, wherein we 
may hear the pulfarion.- Bur in naked parts without 
fleſh, you may rouch a pulſe and judg whether it be na- 
rural or depraved ; eſpecially in the Wriſt. The tru- 
eſt cauſes of the grear beating of rhe Heart and Arteries 
is the ditfiparion of vital ſpirits, . and the replerion and 
dilatation of the Arteries,among which there are orhers 
leſs probable. Ifthe influent viral fpirirs be ſuddenly 
or too much diffipared, ſo thar the innate ſpirits cannot 
enjoy them ſufficiently, becauſe it is neceflary rthar new 
be alwaies ſent from the Heart to the whole body, 
which muſt be done by the pulſation oſthe Heart and 
Arteries ; Ir is therefore no wonder it their motion be 
cnlarged and more quick, and if che cauſe be grea

along the Body. Hence it 1s that when any matter falls 
into theſe narrow and crooked places, it eafily ſtays there, 
and afflits the Nerves cauſing pain. Which pain,if there 
be a Humor, is fixed in the ſtrait paſſages, through which 
the Nerves run 5 as 1n the Sciatica, where the pain 1s a- 
boye the Joynt, almoſt in the Loins, where the fourth 
Nerve goes to the Leg. and is bent outwardly, from the 
Cavity of the Hip, while the Humor fixerh, and when it 
remoyeth, the pain remoyeth to the Knee, to which the 
Nerve goes, or to the Foot ; the pain is the ſame in the 
Shoulder.

That which is worſt is called Manans,or ſpreading, 
It is difficult to be cured, and 1s infeRtious in Children, 
and deformeth the Hair by eating it off. The Terminthus 
and Epinytis are ealily cured. Among the dry Ttrches 
\ Pricrigo is eaſieſt to be cured, and Zmpezigo more hard, 
and Pſora is moſt difficult, and they are turned from one 
into another if negleted, and eaſily return in'Spring and 
Fall. And at length they turn to the Greek Leproſie, 
which is incurable, though tt ceaſe, 1t will return with an 
ugly cruſt conſuming the patient and itching. And it is

In the dry Itch, though there be not fuch moiſt 
puliles, yet becauſe the blood is very unclean, you muſt 
bleed alſo, eſpecially if the skin be red, as. in Pravigo, 
which ſhews heat. This muſt be done before perzing: 
often, and eyery month you muſt-Cup and Scarifie, or 
apply Horſleeches. And the Terms and Hzmorrhoids: 
muſt be provoked, in them that are uſed to them, as we 
ſhewed in the want of them. 

In all kinds of moiſt or dry Ttches, you muſt purge-of= 
ten, when the body is foul, and in Pſora, which is worſt; 
if every day, or eyery other day, for along time, efpeci= 
ally Spring and Fall. And this muſt be by fit Medicines, 
that purge cholerick, ſalt and ſharp humors, from the 
Guts and Meſeraicks and fo from the Maſs of blood, 
adding alwaies things that reſiſt ſharpneſs of humors: 
And chooſing ſuch as 1nflame not the body too-much. 

Theſe purges are to be found in other diſeaſes of chol- 
ler and melancholly ſtronger or weaker. Eſpecially ic 
intermitting feayers and continual putrid. As well ſuch as 
are preſcribed before bleeding to cleanſe the Excrements 
in the belly, as ſtrong purges, and the preparatives to be 
taken before them.

moved; whether externall or internall if it- come from e- 
vill Excrements "which muſt be evacuated by purging, or 
by the habit of the Body 3 then we muſt proceed to topi- 
call Medicines to the part fit for the Generation of hair. 

.. If it come from evill Juyce the cauſe muſt be purged a- 
way, and that which 1s in the Blood muſt be clenſed, 
and the evill Concotions amended, and good Blood be 
produced for nouriſhing the wholl Body, and lo for the 
Hair ; which purges if they be often and ſtrong, by draw- 
ing from the Habit of the body, the cauſe. that corrupts 
the hair, and the malignant quality in the French Pox,will 
cure both the fallidg of Hair and the Diſeaſe that cauſeth 
at, ; | | | 

Purges are to be adminiſtred according to the Excre- 
ments that abound : and becauſe thefe ſharp and ſalt Hu- 
mors-are carried with blood and water by the Veins to the 
Pores of the Skin, where they deſtroy the Roots of the 
hair, let the Purge be proper {for theſe Humors*: ſuch as 
is given againſt Scabs, Itch, and the ring Worms, in treat- 
ing whereof we have ſhewed divers Forms 3 a$ when an 
eyill quality in the French Diſeaſe, hurteth the hair, you 
muſt uſe the ſame Putge which is good againſt that. Evacu- 
ation by the Habit of the body, doth more direQly throw 
off that lth which lyeth at the Roots of the hair 3 and 
ſxeating or breathing by inſenfible tranſpiration: doth it * 
but firſt purge, then ſweat, principally in the falling of 
Hair 1 the Po: which comes from Venom, you muſt cure 
it by the habit of the Body, and fo you will cure the Pox 
alſo as we ſhall ſhew hereafter, where we ſhall preſcribe 
divers Sudorificks by things taken in, 'we can hardly pro- 
duce Hair, although it may be done by ſome things which 

' throw the Excrements to the Skin and this is the judge- 
ment of thoſe who think the hair proceeds from Excxe- 
ments : and therefore they preſcribe ſuch things which 
may effe& that. As Figs which by a proper Faculty do ſend 
Excrements to the Skin 3 they conclude them ſo from the 
vulgar Opinion that Figs beget Lice which they ſay-come 
fronrGlth in the Skin-cauſed by Excrements driven thither 
by the Figs, when the filth that produceth Lice, comes ra- 
ther from externall things cleaving to the Skin, The.cauſe 
of this opinion was ; becauſe the ſeeds-of Figs in ſhape and 
multitude reſemble Lice, and they alſo crack in the teeth 
aud between the Nayls ; others for the driving of Excre- 
ments to the Skin to produce hairs give Treacle, by rea-

phantiaſis. Laſtly, fince it is certain as we have ſhewed 
at large, that Hair is not nouriſhed of Excrements or Va- 
pors unknown, much leſs are they made of the ſame ; buc 
they rather fall away by Excrements when they come to 
the Roots, and they as other cartilaginous Bodies and 
Nayls are nouriſhed from the Blood with a Juyce proper - 
for them, we cannot perſwade our ſelves that Excrements 
being driven to the Skin can produce Hair, but contrary- 
wiſe you may produce Hair better by removing of Excre- 
ments and throwing them out of the Body, The<hief end 
in curing fallen hair by the French Diſcaſe, is to expel that 
Venom outwardly by fweat,and fo you muſt do if you will 
cure any kind of Baldneſs which comes by congeſtion of 
Excrements. 

The hair of the Head, Beard, Eye-brows is to be refto- 
red by things outwardly applied to the part ; ſuch which 
increaſe hair by an occult quality as are many things 
fetcht from living Creatures and known by Expetience ; 
or ſuch as be drying and aſtringent, as moſt are which are 
uſed for this purpoſe ; and the reaſon is becauſe they dry 
and make thicker the Juyce that is brought to the Roots 
of the Hair which makes it a more fit Nouriſhment for 
them. Or by ſuch as raiſe Bliſters-bydrawing the juyce to 
the Superficies,and apply to the Roots of the hair to nou- 
riſh the ſame z - of which either f{ingle or mixed you may 
make Medicines for growing of hair. | 

In the beginning of hairs to fall, to prevent it, and pre- 
ſerve what remains if it be far gone we muſt mix very 
ſtrong aſtringents with the other that the Pores may be 
cloſed. And we add ſtronger dryers and digeſters to theſe, 
when evill Humors lie Sh the Roots to deſtroy the 
Hairs ; - ſome teach that the hair may be preſeryed from 
falling in a venemous Diſeaſe as the French Pox by uſin 
Lendhnes as Milk which tetmpereth the Venenolity. A 
theſe Medicines of what kind foeyer, whether they bring 
hair again or produce and preſerve it, are applyed divers 
waies, or they are uſed as waſhes and Fomentations many 
made of Plants are diverſly applied, as the Root of Wa- 
ter-lilly, Leaves of Beets, and Coleworts, with Salt, the Daf- 
fodill Ruot, with Vinegar, the Dogs tongue leaves with Swine 
Greaſe or the like : and when you will bring Nouriſhment 
to the Hair,mix Onions,Garlick Squills and Reddi/hes,or the 
Root or Leaves of Crowſoot, or Watercreſſes, or wild Muſtard 
and the like. | | 

The Pouders of divers. Plants are mixed with Honey and 
 Oyls greaſe, Pitch and Roſm : ſometimes to be anointed 
and ſometimes applied Plaiſterwiſe : a< the Bark of Reeds, 
or Roots of Maiden hair, leaves of Godlylocks, Southernwaod, 
Mirtles, Wormwood, berries of Myriles, Juniger, and Myre= 
balans ; and to draw them out, the ponder of the Roors of 
Aſarabacca, Hellebore, Thapfiaz Rue, the ſeeds of Muſtard, .

Divers things taken from living Creatures are uſed to 
bring hair, as Bees with thexr combs ſtamped, or the pou- 
der of them or of Waſpes; the little Cantharides,which are 
red and have black ſpots, and are black bellied which the 
French call Gellines de noftre Damezand are found upon the 
ſtocks of Trees, being dryed, poudered, and mixed with 
Oyl of Spike are very efficacious.

- But if with the &vil Habit, Cachexy and Cacochymy, 
thete be alſo evil Humors about the Spleen which are car- 
ried from hence to the mEſeraick Arteries ; there will alſo 
be as I ſhewed, a Palpitation of che Heart and other Sym- 
ptomes, by reaſon of the Cacocaynmia ard Diſeaſes of 6- 
ther parts. 

But if this Juyce be crude, and plentiful, and long be- 
fore it nouriſh the Body, ſo that it ſwell therewith, the ca- 
chexy 1s turned into a Lencophlegmacy or white Flegm 3 
and if there be much water, the Leucophlegmacy. will be 
ſerous : or if the water abound in a Cacnexy, there wil be 
rumor of the Feet, and of the Belly and Body growing 
leſs, and the Droplie called Aſcites wil follow the cachexy 
or evil Habit. 

Or if this Juyce, which ought to nouriſh the body,be fo” 
bad, that it will not nouriſh, or be very little in Quantity, 
there will be a decay of the Body,and the Cachexy will be 
turned into an Atrophy. As we ſhall fee in the Dropfie 
Aſcites and Atrophy how they follow a cachexy. 

This crudity of Blood, if there be ſerofity or wateriſh- 
neſs, or cacochymy or ſuſpicion of a Droplie : comes of- 
ten from the Nouriſhment, if ſuch things be taken whicly 
produce crude Fuyce or Water : as we ſaid in the Imbec1-. 
lity of the Stomach, as Simwer fruidts that will not laſt,

Blood that is crude, unconcotted, foule and watery, 1s 
made by the Infirmities of the Liyer, Spleen and'Veinss. - 
becauſe theſe parts are ordained for the Generation of 
blood. The Liver is the Inſtrument of Sanguification. 
And that Sanguification may be hindered by the Cage 
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of the Spleen, ( many former Arguments being omitted, 
by wbich we ſhewed that the Spleen alſo 15 the Inftrument 
of ſanguifying, and that it may be hindered by the Diſtem- 
per of the ſpleen ) we can prove, becauſe as appears by A- 
natomies, when the Liyer 1s ſound, and the Spleen rotten, 
there have appeared thoſe faults of Sanguification which 
have been mentioned, and haye cauſed a Droplie, fo that 
we need not make the conſent between the Liver and the 
Spleen, to be the cauſe. Morcover from the Diſtemper of 
the Veins, ( ſeeing they help to make Blood,whether prin- | 


 cipally, as ſome think, or make it better aſter it hath been 


wrought by the Liver, which all confeſs, ) the Blood is leſs 
concoRted and more crude. And this cheifly cauſed by 
the Diſtemper of the meſeraik Veins, that come from the 
Liyer and Spleen, becauſe the firſt change of the Chyle and 
preparation of it for Blood is by them, for they ſnatch it 
and retainit firſt ; the Diſeaſes which befal the Liver, 
Spleen or Veins, by which the ſanguification being dimi- 
niſhed, the blood becomes crude, and thence comes the 
"Cachexy, either alone with Cacochymy, qr Weakneſs, 
Diſtemper, Obſtruction, Hardneſs or the like, 

Weakneſs of the Liver,Spleen and Veins(which by con- 
{ſent with the Bowels unto which they are joyned, ſuffer 
with them) is properly that which comes from want of 
Natural heat, if it hinder the Fun&ions, ſo tnat the blopd 
be not ſufficiently wrought,and therefore too crude. Thus 
it is the cauſe of a Cachexy, in which the Native colour of 
the body is loſt, and it grows bigger, there is a ſhortneſs of

cannot be tintured with Choller 3 if this Weakneſs laſt 
long it turns the cachexy into a Leucophlegmacy by a- 
boundance of crudity, which if it come from other cauſes 
alſo will make a Leucophlegmacy ſerous or watery. . Al- 
ſo if from the weakneſs of the attraQive faculty ofthe Li- 
ver, there be aboundance of Water not ſufficiently attra- 
&ed by the meſeraik Veins, the Nroplie Aſcites, as we 
ſhewed in the Treatiſe of the Dropfie, will follow ; bur if 
their weakneſs be ſuch, that the Blood be not only crude, 
but not enough to nouriſh the Body, it will produce a ca- 
chexyy.in which the Body 1s rather leſs then bigger : or if 
by this weakneſs the ſanguification 1s loſt, an Atrophy 
will follow. A cachexy is known to come from this weak- 
neſs, if there be no other accidents or Diſeaſes in the Bo. 
wels, it appears by the evil colour of the whole Body that 
they are weakned, and the Patients ſo affeed, are called 
Hepatick or Splenetick. 

This weakneſs comes from this diſperling of the Natural 
heat, which is from inward Cauſes from Birth or through 
Age : orfrom exrernal cauſes, and remaineth after diyers 
Diſtempers of the Bowels,or other long and acute diſeaſes. 
Among which are Feavers, after which the Bowels being 
weakned by too much heat, or cold Drink which is uſual, 
there follows a Cachexy which by continuance cauſed the 
Feet, Belly or whol bedy to ſwell, Moreover great loſs of 
blood, eſpecially of the Menſtrual cauſeth a cachexy, not 
only by the loſs of Spirits, but becauſe the Veins want re- 
freſhment by their emptineſs, and want of heat with which 
they were nouriſhed : not onely by reaſon of that crude 
Tuyce which is then produced, but becauſe the Body be- 
1ng exhauſted looſeth its flouriſhing colour. And if the 
loſs of blood were great the body would rather grow leſs 
then ſwell. Alſo other Evacuations by which the Spirits 
are conſumed do the ſame ; among which too much Ve- 
nery in Man eſpecially. 

The Diſtemper of the parts and Veſſels ordained for ſan- 
guifcation, may produce a Cachexy,either ſimple or mix- 
ed with Leucophlegmacy,or the Dropfie Aſcites ; by cau- 
img the weakneſs which we mentioned to continue, and by 
hindering the ARions of the parts. "The firſt is a cold Di- 
ſtemper which chiefly hinders the Funfions, and proceeds 
by over much and long uſe of cold things : from external 


cold to which the Body hath been expoſed ; from which 


the conſtitutian is known to be ſich and in regard there. j, 
no Thirſt, and the body appears colder with all fignes of x 
cold cauſe. FR: | 
But although the hot Diſtemper of thefe parts, eſpecial. 
ly of the -Pan.4 doth not at the kr, nor by long Ow 
ance produce this cachexy ar eyil Habit, Palenefs ox ſivay- 
thy colour, but it appears rather ip a freſh colour, (ag we 
ſeen the faces of Drunkards ) and brings no. great huge ag 
Jets but only a conſtant Thirſt by which this bot and gry 
Diſtemper of the Bowels is diſcerned : yet in.continuance 
of tume, in ſome ſooner,ſome later 3 by weakning the hg. 
wels, and making them unfit for ation ( the Sanguilica, 
tion being ſo V6 Ae ); the body is thereby diſcol 
and of evil Habit which is a cachexy. And this is.ty 
into a Droplie (which appears firſt by fwelling of the Beg 
and ſhortneſs of Breath, after by other ſigns ) becauſe by 
continual heat the bowels gxow haxd, dry and clayen ; ag 
we ſhewed in the Drophie Aicites: whole caufes are chiefly 
conſtant uſe of hot Wines and Meats or hot Diſeaſes. 

The ſtoppage of the Liver eſpecially of the porta and hol- 
low Veins, may be the cauſe of a; Cachexy or cacochygy, 
becauſe it gives occaſion to the produdtion of evil and 
cholerick Humors eſpecially 5 which we declared ( inthe 
cauſes of Feayers ) to be mixed with the blood in the my, 
ſeraick Veins, by. reaſon the exaR ſeparation of them from 
the blood by the ſecond concoRion is hindered; if impure 
blood be ſent into the body, there-is rather a foul theng . 
white colour, and it is brown, ſwart,. green or yellow, ye 
not ſo,yellow as when the Poxes that conveigh the cholgr 
are obſtrufted, and the choler is not feparated from the 
blood as we ſhall ſhew in the cauſes of the Jaundies, by 
which means the Urine in that is not ſo watery as in a «a 
chexy,but it is ſomewhat high coloured. But if this chols 
lerick falthinefs retained by the ſame Obſtruction, and ſent 
back into the Meſerajks, be not much diſperſed through 
the body, there i rather a ſtrange Paleneſs then a colour 
in the cachexy, alſo the Urine is more crude and wateriſhy 
and by reaſon of the plenty of choler in the Meſeraiks, 
there is a looſneſs rather than binding of the Relly,and the 
Excrements will ſeem rather chollerick then white, contra- 
ry to the Jaundies. And if from the Obſtrution mentio» 
ned, there follow a weakneſs of the Liver, as it may be 


from thence, or other cauſes ; then becauſe the workin 
of the Blood is lefs,there wil be a cachexy of crude blood: 
in which crude Juyce nouriſhing the Body makes it ſwell, - 
But if the Obſtrutionbe ſo great, that by reaſon thereof, 
the diſtribution of the blood” whether crude or concoded 
cannot be made into the hollow Vein, or ſuch foul blood 
is produced that it cannot ſufficiently nouriſh the Body, it 
will decreaſe : as we ſhall ſhew. how an Atrophy comes 
either when the diſtribution of Biood is hindered by a 
”__ Obſtruction, or when the blood 1s unfit for ta nou- 
riſh. 

The cauſe of this Obſtrution in the Liver,is either thick 
or vicid Chyle, made of the like the food when it is faſtned 
to the paſſages, and.grows more condenſed and ſtops the 
parts ; or, as ſome by, crude chyle, by reaſon of heat rat- 
ſed through violent motion or baths uſed after Meats 
which gets too ſoon into the Veins,and is there retained til 
it ſtop them, And this may come alſo from dryed and 
burnt Blood, as we have obſerved by looking into the Lt- 
ver of beaſts which hath produced fuch ObftruRions by. 
being hindered, and burnt into the aſhes in the Veſſels. 
The ſame Obſervations in Man and Beaſt, have taught Us 
that Obſtruſtions of the Liver may come from a ſerous or 
watery Humor. For we have found, in them that former- 
ly by urine have voided Gravel, the ſame red Grayel tobe 
in the Veſſels of the Liver, ſometimes turned to a brittle 
ſtone, which being diſperſed through the Veſſels are like 
white Coral or Tce-lickles. And theſe came from the 
Earthineſs of the Serum which fixeth it ſelf in the final 
paſſages, as we have ſhewed in the Treatiſe of the Stone N. 
the Kidneys. It is erat concluded that theſe Obſtrulti-

Mouths of the Meſeraiks, if by long. continuance in the 
Veins, it grows thick by the heat of the Liver, and fo be- 
come viſcous or ſlimy. - 
 AlſoanaObſtryQtion in the Spleen may cauſe a Cachexy 
and fuch $ is cacochymical, which declares it ſelf by a 
filthy cofour, in which if the evil Juyce get into the Arte- 
ries, there will be beating of Heart and Arteries ; and the 
reaſon is, becauſe when the Spleen is ſtopt, Sanguification 
3s hindered, and evil Humors are heaped: up inthe bran- 
ches of the Spleen and gate Vein, which may from the left 
fide thereof po to.the right, and ſo,anto the Liver and then 
be diſtributed with the Blood. 
A crude or cacochymical Cachexy, as from other 
Obſtruions, ſo it may riſe from the Hardneſs of theſe 


parts or Scirrhus which grows.in the ſubſtance thereof, or | p 


other hard Tumor which turns to an Impoſthume, for then 
the paſſages are either partly or totally Gopped. And this 
turnes to the Droplie Aſcites, if from the Diſtemper or 
Hardneſs the parts be not only ſtopped but left open. And 
hecaulſc it is uſual ſo, we-ſhall ſhew the cauſes of the drop- 
fie Aſcites more at large hereafter. Andin an Atrophy 
how it cometh, as alſo thoſe hard Tumors of the Liver and | 
Spleen, what are the cauſes of them, and in what manner 
they are, how they come either from too much drowth of 
the Bowels, or too thick Juyce which nouriſheth them. 
They write that beſides theſe Tumors, the ſpleen-may 

yell from wind ; but I perceive not how wind can be. 
there to blow it up when it is not hollow. It may be 
when the wind is gathered into the left ſide, and ſtretcheth 
either the fomach which is moſt on the left fide is ſwo- 
len with wind, or the colon which reacheth to that part, 
and this they think to be in the ſpleen.

And this evil Juyce by the depraved affinulation of the 
part where theſe ſpots are, by which affimulation that 
Blood which is brought thither for Nouriſhment, is chan- 
ged not into conyentent Juyce,but into evil juyce like the 
Aart corrupted, of which it Is nouriſhed,as in the Elephan- 
tialis, which we ſhewed: to be large in many places of the 
$kin,but this is in a narrow ſpace and fewer # xt And 
as 1n that by a peculiar Infeftion of the skin other diſeaſes 
come, ſo do thefe ſpots come from others yet not ſo diffe- 
rent from that of an Elephanriafis, becauſe Morpherw often 
foreruns an Elephantialis. A certain yenemous force is 
cauſe of this depraved affimulation as of an Elephantiafis 
either like it, or unlike it coming from the ſeed, or lying _ 
hid 1n the Blood and other Humors or by Contagion of 
the body ; for by no ether means, can either Flegm or 
Melancholy which they ſay produceth theſe fpots cauſe 
them by their qualities;nor can they be produced of crude 
Blood, as ſome ſay, for in a Cachexy which comes from 
thence,there is no ſuch ſpots, and if they ſhould come from 
thence, as the whol Body grows great with crude blood, 
ſo would it be all over ſpotted. 
Choller beuig high coloured, if it be 
ſent to the ſuperficies of the Body,it wil 
ſtain it, and cauſe the Jaundies: And 
it appears more the whiter the place is, 
as in the white of the Eye, and a clear 1 SE 
Skin, as in the Palms of the Hands and under the Nayles. 
This is not done by that Natural choller which is in the 
Veins, and is the thinner part of the blood, and is not yet 
low but red, but by that which is called Excrementirial, 
which being in the Meſeraiks, is ſeparated from thence 1n- 
to its proper bladder z .and it is yellow, or 1s preternatu- 
ral, and is green or black. This kind of choller if it be 
carried from the meſeraik Veins by the Serum, which is 
the Vehiculum of all Humors, and therewith carried witfe 
the blood into the hollow Vein, and from thence by the 
benefit of the ſame Serum, carried with the blood by the 
Veins to the exterior parts of the body, and be there 
ſpread upon the skin and other Membranes, as the Tuni- 
cle of the Eye, not by points, as when it produceth ſpots 
and Puftles, but all abroad ; then inſmuating it ſelf gives 
it a colour, not being. mixed with Serum or Whey doth it 
burne, as it doth when it breeds Puſtles of it ſelf, onely 1 
cauſeth ſometimes itching.in places very ſenſible : alſo

The ſame Obſtruttion may come from, 
thick ſlimy Choller,which Ricks long in the narrow Pores, 
eſpecially if it grow as hardzasit doth ſomtimes in the Ears, 
whereby they are ſtopped while it is drawn out, and this 
may be cither from the clammineſs of the Choller, or from 
the heat of the Liver which burneth 1c : and alſo it may be 
in the Gall and in the Pore that reacheth to the Guts, 
and ſomtimes be turned into a ſtone, if there be an Obſtru- 
ion as we ſhall after declare. 

Alſo Kumors and Scirrhus of the Liver, as they ſhut np 
the Veſſels of the Liver, and a Cachexy ſo when they ſtop 
the Paſſages of choller they cauſe a Jaundies, which fore- 
runs a Droplie : as ſhall be ſhewed. 

And if any Impoſthume or Filth happen tn this part, t 
may be then,that the humors not being ſeparated but con- 
fuſed, there may follow both a Dropſie and Jaundies. 

Alſo an Inflamation of the Liver, by making the paſſa- 
oes in like manner ſlraighter, and by inflaming the choller, 
and driving it into the hollow Vein, doth couple a Jaun- 
dies with its Symptoms. 

Sometimes it falls out by the plenty of choller and its a- 
bundance in the Meſeraiks, that when all cannot be ſepa- 
red into the Gall, and it cannot receive 1t, although it be 
ſometimes very large, then ſome of it carried into the hol- 


low Vein, and thence carried outward, being yellow, it it , 


Keep the Nature of excrementitious Choller, or otherwiſe 
green or black, doth inte the Skin with the ſame colour, 
and cauſe either a black or yellow Jaundies. And this it 
doth ſometimes before 1t cauſe another Diſeaſe, when it 1s 
plentiful there, and breaks 1nto the Veins, it produceth a. 
Jaundies a forerunner of other chollerick Diſeaſes. Other- 
wiſe when it lies and putrifieth and produceth intermitting 
Feayers, becauſe in the fits thereof there is ſome part there- 
of alwaies ſent into the Veins, it is diſperſed by Sweat,and 
if this be not enough it joynes a Jaundies to the Feayer : or 
If all the matter of the Feaver be ſent by a criſis from the 
Meſeratks to the skin, it produceth a Jaundize that cures 
the Feayer. And this may be 1n other Diſeaſes that come 
from corruption or abounding of Choller in theſe Veins, 
and ſo a Jaundize may either accompany or follow them, 
as we ſaid it was often in a cholick pain from Choller,if it 
partly be carricd to the Gutts, and partly remain it joyns 
a Jaundize with the cholick, or when the Cholick ceaſeth 
being not ſufficiently purged by Nature or Medicines, it 
leaves ajaundize behind which is eaſily cured, as is men- 
tioned in the Treatiſe of theſe Diſeaſes. For often by Na- 
ture help which will not endure that which is hurtfull be- 
ing ſtirred up by a ſharp Humor, which while it is in the 
Veins is tempered with Blood, and ſo may lie longer con- 
coded, it is carried into the great Veins if not to the Guts 
in which the Meſeraiks end, as is uſual by purging. 
And this may be the cauſe why a jauudize may come af- 
the 
Humors, except it doth it by ſome other occult or hidden 
Quality, by which in Poyſon it attempteth divers Operati- 
ons eſpecially in thoſe who are very chollerick. 
From which cauſe as divers kinds of jaundies do pro- 

cced, as aforeſaid, ſo it will be ſooner produced if any dif. 
eſe of the Liyer aforementioned do hinder the ſeparation

If there be not a voiding of Choller by the Porus chok- 
dochus into the Guts, then it will riſe from the Gall, and 
aſcend by the top of it into the Liver and its Veins, and is 
not ſeparated, but goes into the hollow Vein and cauſeth 
a jaundize,and then the Excrements of the Belly.being not 
died with Choller, are not coloured, nor do they proyoke 
the Belly to Garge them, | . 

And this may be done by the ſame cauſes, by which the 
ſeparation 1s hindered through Obſtruction of the Veſſels, 
as Humors, when they fall into the Pores and obſtrut 
them ; or Tumors if they prefs upon the Neck of the gall. 
or the Pore ghat defcendeth : or by the proper Diſcateo 
the Gall, or its Inflammation or Tumor ; or ſtones there. 
inwhich are ſometimes found of a' Gold or Silver colour, 
as alſo when the Choller is made more ſticking and thic- 
ker, as that in the Ears, the like whereunto we haye found 
in the Gall being diflefted ; and theſe if they get into 
the narrow parts of the Gall, and ſtick in the Pore,wil hin- 
der (as I ſaid ) the deſcending and purging of choller. 

But the Jaundies is not only from the coming forth of 
the choller, after this manner; but being thrown from the 
hcllow Vein to the skin, which may be evacuated by the 
Pores by which Sweat with the Serum, as is uſual, butif 
not, it will ſtay there and diſcolour the skin, and the leſs 
if any be ſpent by ſweat, and not at all, if all be drayo 
forth by ſweat. This ſuppreſſion of ſweat, comes from the 
binding or cloſing of the Pores of the skin, from divers 
caufes otherywhere mentioned. Hence 1s it that in 2 
chollerick ſweat, where it is abounding and when it hath 
been cauſed by heat and Baths,if they ſuddenly go into the 
the cold, they have often their skia yellow, which with 
{ſweating again will be gone. T had lately a Patient which 
was often all over of a Saffron colour, and this went awa 
as often as he did ſeat, and returned again preſently af- 
ter. 

The fpots of which we here fpeak are not of pure chol- 
ler, nor the Freakles, which we have ſhewed. to proceed 
from Nutriment ; as other ſpots and Puftles, which rather 
trouble with heart and pain then diſcolour, as Anthonies 
fire ; of which we ſpake concerning pain.

This is not done by other 
cauſes, becauſe the hair 15.not eaſily altered, albeit it is 
ſuppoſed by the vulgar that care and priefe wil make them 
grey, which can ſcarſe be done but by their haſtening of 
age: although it be recorded that ſome haye ſuddenly 
turned grey, That hair is white in divers places diſtin, 
in ſome and not in others, the uneven Diſpoſition of the 
hair and the skin wherem they grow, may be the cauſe. 
And this 15 to be obſerved, that the thicker the hair is the 
ſooner it turnes grey, and black ſooner then red, becauſe 
when grey hairs appear they are ſooner diſcerned.

Diſeaſes of the Spleen, if there be a cacochymy alſo in the 
Veins, you muſt open the Vein in the left Arm, or the Sal- 
vatrella which is proper when the Spleen is diſtempered. 

The opening of the Hzmorrhoids is very profitable by 
drawing from the Meſeraiks in the ſtoppage of the Liver, 
Spleen-or Meſeraiks, and alfo by letting forth the cacochy-' 
my or evil Juyce.

that holds the water ; from which, if they be divided or

: Fernelius witneſſeth, that there is no Dropfe but it is 
cauſed by the ſolution of the continuity, or Diviſion, of the 
Parenchyma or ſubſtance of the Liver. And this by Ana- 
'. tomy we have often known ; And. that chiefly when the 
ſubſtance of the Liver is cleft and gapeth, from whence the 
water paſling by it from the Veſſels of the hollow and gate 
Ven, and ſweating under the Coats,being there conſtrain- 
ed, fills them with water, and makes them like bladders by 
ſeparating the Tunicles from the parts under them, which 
being broken, the water runs.into the Belly : we have of- 
ten ſeen theſe Bladders very large and clear, growing to 
the Liver and Spleen, in Men dead of the Deopics, and in 
an Ape, and Butchers find the ſame in Cartel. And when 
theſe coats are corroded, the water falls dire&ly into'the 
belly. The great Dryneſs of the ſubſtance of the Liver 
which makes it grow leſs, is the cauſe of theſe lifts in the 
Liver.

Theſe bowels may alſo be dryed and cleft by hot, ſharpe 
and conſtant Diſeaſes, as Feavers,and Jaundies, and there- 
fore the Droplie which ſheweth rather the ſigns of hear 
then cold, followeth theſe Difeaſes. | 

From a hard Tumor of theſe Bowels either all over them 
or 1n any part in the concaye or convex part of the Liyer, 
or in the Spleen, may theſe Clefts'come, from a Scirrhus

For other Evacuations, eſpecially Sweats which bring

And this Scarification be- 
ing uſual, 1s not refuſed by the ſick ; although ic may ſeem 
ſtrange,becauſe the water flowing may cauſe an Inflamina- 
tion, and ſomtimes a Gangrzn, and this may be thought 
to be from the Scarification which may be a reproach to the 
Phyſitzan, That he may ayoid this, he muſt foretel that 
this may come from the malignity of the water, when it be- 
gins to flow either by Inciſton or of it ſelf, Moreover the 
Scarification muſt be rightly made, and good Government 
uſed.

It one drink their own Urin, or that of a young Boy it will 
provoke urine. Djoſcorides commends the urine of a Goat 
drunk every day with Spikenard, diſtilled waters penetrar 
much, - if drunk often four ounces with wine. N 

Sunple waters are of Elder, or Dwarfe-elder roots, and 
Flowers or Berries, of Orris roots and flowers,and of great 
Celandine : alſo of white Lillies, of Raddiſh,French beans 
and Dodder : and of other opening and diuretick Herbs, 
and Roots, among which the water of Sea Fennel is beſt : 
ſome commend a water diſtilled of Mans dung, and To. 
bacco water. * 

The Compound waters are made of the aforeſaid, with 
Juyce of Flower-de luce, ſome aad Cantharides, cinn; 
mon, Spike, and Schznanth. - | 

' The Chymiſt make ſome ſtronger waters, which they 
give by ſpoontulls, adding to the aforeſaid, as celardine, 
Elder, &c. Tartar and Vitriol calcined, and a little Spirit 
of wine, or of Tartar and Vitriol alone with Flints burnt 
and poudered, they make a water which they after diſtil 
and account a ſecret. 

Dioſcorides gives the Juyce of Lazerpitium or Benjamin, 
with Figs, the Juyce of Brooklime with wine, ſome com- 
mend the Juyce of Tobacco, ſome the Extract of Juni- 

er. 

The Oyl of baſtard Saffron, and the Oyls of the Salts a- 
{oreſaid, are mixed with the former by the Chymilts. 

Thoſe Compolitions mentioned in a cachexy from weak- 
neſs of Bowels, Obſtruttions and Hardneſs, are good be- 
cauſe they provoke Urine. | 

Alſo Juleps, and the milky Potion made of Turpentine, 

Alſo EleQuaries, eſpecially that we mentioned in a ca- 
chexy, when a Dropſie is feared, as that made of the Juyce 
of Elder, and Dwarfe-elder and Dialacca, and Diacur- 
cuma. 

Ot the Compounds, we may pive the two laſt beſt, and 
of Simples the Pouder of the Tops of the leſſer centaury, - 
and of Sea wormwood. 

Alſo Pouder of Dill with Wormwood or Horehound- 
wine. 

Alſo the Pouder of a Wolfes Liver or Guts, or the Pou- 
der or Aſhes of Hens Guts, the Liver of a Cuckow, and 
Spleen of an Aſs, or of a Colt, when the Spleen is afteted, 
the Fleſh of an Hedghog, the Body of a Bat with the Head 

raken off, Earth-worms, all dried and poudered, or burnt 

| to aſhes given alone, or with other Pouders in wine, ſyrup 
' or water convement, are thought proper for thefe Bowels 
| diſtempered. | 
Spaniſh Flies alſo, or Graſs-hoppers, or Crickets baked 
to a Pouder, and one ſcruple given with water or conve- 
nzent Syrup or Milk provoketh Urine powerfully, alſo you 
may add cherry-tree, or Plum-tree Gum, to hinder their 
ulcerating. 

Some commend burnt Braſs, and Pouder of Load-ſtone. 

Alſo the Pills mentioned in a cachexy, are gocd againſt 
the Dropſie that comes from thence. And theſe following 
are moſt powerful ro provoke Urine. Take »f Cantharides 

without the thin wings half a ſcruple, Maſtich ſix grains, Rhic- 
barb half a dram, pouder them finely, and make them up 
with Turpentine, or Fir-tree, Roſin two drams, adding the 
Infuſion of Gum Traganth made in Violet water, and treſh 
Butter each half a dram ; make them up with Sugar candy 
into Pills, give one dram at the firſt to try the ſfrength ct 
them.

red in ſome that are accuſtomed to it, and it is hard to pre 
vent from returning, except the body be very well Purged 
rom thoſe Excrements and Humidities which Nature con. 
ſtantly ſendeth to theſe inferior parts,and the return of them 
prevented. And- this is done by a moderate and ſparin 
Diet, and often purging, by ſweating, ſomtimes for a week 
or two together, or for a moneth continually or by Urine, 
with other particular Eyacuations,and altering Medicines, 
that conſume theſe Humors, and ſuch as ſtrengthen the ho- 
wels, the weakneſs of which was the cauſe of them. Theſe 
kinds of Medicines have been declared in Defluxions, and 
in the Joynt-gout which come from fuch watery Humors, 
and the like, and may be applied to this Diſeaſe. 

As fer outwards Medicines you muſt at firſt repel thoſe 
Humors which make the Feet ſwell, -applying ſich things 
as we ſaid would ſtrike back Oedematous Tumors ſpread 
abroad ;. then they are to be dried up and conſimed, with 
ſuch things as were propounded in the ſame caſe in the 


Droplie Aſcites, with Fomentations, Oyntments, and Plai- 
ſters. Roulers do excellently in this, to keep the Humors 


from returning, if daily with a long Rouler a Hands 

breadth, beginning at the ſoal of the Foot, you roul to the 
Knee 1n the morning before the Feet begin to ſwell,as they 

do in the day ; and ſo let them be till they go to bed, or 

keep them ſonight and day which may be done with a ſoft 

Boot, or laced Stockin or other Arts.

They muſt not forget Sallads which provoke urine and 
looſen, the belly,made of yong Elder budds,and of Dwarfe- 
elder, firſt bailed a little, with much Oyl and a little Vine- 
gar, and Sugar if they pleaſe. 

Let them drink little, for it is hard wholly to forbear, yet 
when ſome have done it many daies, they haye been cured, 
being their bowels were not hurt. Water drinking,eſpecial- 
Iy much,is hurtful, with a little Vinegar, it will quenca the 
Thwſt better; thin ſharp wine is good to provoke Urine,

And becauſe this 1s 
dangerous for loſs of life or one ſtone, 1t muſt nor be done 
| but upon great Neceflity, eſpecially in a Hydrocele which

The Cure of tumors growing in parts without fleſh, is 
firſt of thoſe in the Joynts, as a Ganglion and Nodes which 
grow alſo upon the bare Bones ; as alſo of thoſe of the 
Nails, and then of thoſe which grow to the skin, as Warts, 
Cornes and Callus : and laſtly, ofFreckles and Tumors, 
like a Barley corn, called F7ordeoli.

And Thad 
rather leave 1t to the Inhabitants of thoſe parts, where the 
Scurvyey 1s moſt to judge whence this Venom aroſe, and got 
mto the Body, and whether it came by Sea into the North 
as the French Pox ; then ſearch into the Cauſes of Venom 
which are hard to find out, and not to be known but by 


their Effect. 
The Gare, 


Elephantiaſis, although it be onely in 
ſome parts of the skin, yet is it hardly 
prevented at firſt, and cured when old,eſ- | 
pecially when hereditary. Nor have we found them that 
cure it, though they brag when they cured only an Itch, as 
if they had cured a Leprofie. Yet it is not to be negleGted, 
but at firſt oppoſed by all means, that if it be not cured, it 
may be allayed. And we muſt remoye the accidents as 
they come forth, becauſe without then the Patient may 
livelong. And becauſe they cauſe great Deformity, that 
they way be leſs ſuſpedted when they keep men company, 
there may be a palliative Cure : which great Men do in- 
treat from Phyſitians with great promiſes. 

The Cure 1s two wayes, firſt generally of the whole Dif- 
eaſe, the ſecond particularly of the accidents. 

The general Cure, is to labor as much as may be to take 
away the poyſon which is the cauſe, with Eyacuations, and 
to correct the venemous Quality. But becauſe as yet the 
Medicines are not found out which do it by a peculiar ver- 
tu, as 1n the French Pox, and we cannot proceed that way, 
(the beſt way is to take away the accidents. And therefore 

| 1t muſt be done as the venemous Itch, and the evil Spots, 
Puſtles, and malignant Ulcers are cured, by the means fol+ 
lowing. 

You muſt purge as you find the Body abound in Excre- 
ments ; and becauſe you cannot purge Venom, yet purge 
Melancholy, and uſe things to abate it, ſuch as allay the 
ſharpneſs with Moiſtneſs and Cold. Thoſe which are 
good againſt al ſalt cholerick hvmors,as the Scab and Pox 
are here alſo good, with which you may purge twice of 
thrice every Spring and fall, to prevent evil, and other 
times, if the Body be foul. 

Firſt uſe gentle things for the common Excrements, as a 
ſharp Clyſter, mentioned in diyers places, in the Cure of 
Melancholy. 

Or give Caſſia, Catholicon, Tryphera perſica, or Sara- 
cenica, or Diaſena, with convenient Waters, or Decotion 
of Peaſe, or Goats Whey.

The outward means uſed in a general Leprofiezare baths, 
to take away the Venom in the skin, by often uſe of them.

Many other Medicines for the Liver and Spleen, which 
are thought to be the cauſe of this Infeftion may be given,

There are Antidotes which have a proper Vertue againſt

call Blindeyſieich or blind Vipers,theſe take off the skin and 
the faults thereof ; becauſe theſe Serpents caſt their skins 
every year, therefore they ſuppoſe they may cauſe man to 
do the ſame. 

This Vipers fleſh is given divers waies prepared, ſome- 
times boiled in Broath with Salt, and Eels their skin ſtript 
off, or peeled off by boyling,their Heads and Tayls cut off 
and Guts taken out : and ſo, if you perſwade them to 
eat Eels, they will leſs disdain the Food ; you may alſo 
boyl them, and mince them otherwaies, that they may not 
be known ; ſome report that-by the uſe of theſe, the skin

=_ theſe take away the malignant cauſe that lyes in the 
Skin. h 

Hot Natural Baths are ſtronger, eſpecially of Briniſtone, 
ſuch as are in Felvetia, Argovia, V aleſia, and Bath.in 
Summerſet-ſhire, which as they cure all ſorts of S$cabs, ſo 
the Leproſie, or take away its Malignity, and at leaſt abate 
all accidents, if not take them away, if they be long uſed. 
And therefore they go to the Baths to conceale the Lepro« 
fie, and we ſend them thither after Examination, when we 
doubt to ſee what cliange will rollow. 

Moſt artificial Baths, are to be uſed long, and they muſt 
fit in them, they are of Water and things that cleanſe and 
make thin the skin,and ſo conſume the evil Juycezas roots 
and Leaves of Marſh-mallows, Docks, Dwarfe-elder, Elt- 
campane, Roots of Dragons, wild Cowcumbers, Briony, 
Sowbread, Orris, Raddilh, Bath, Hellebore, Lillies ;' alſo 
Leaves and Roots of Mallows, Bugloſs, Succory, Endive, 
Sowthiſtle, Beets. Alſo Wormwood, Senna, Fumitory» 
Hops, Scabious, Sopewort, Pellitory, Violets, Liverwort, 
Duck-meat, Groundſel, Sorrel, - Agrimony, Mugwort, 
Plantane, Golden-locks, both Ivyes, both Celandines 
Water-lillies, Tamarisk, Flewers'of Chamomil, Melilot,

phantiafis, apply it onely where the accidents are in the 
particular parts : one ounce with the former Oyntments 
15.enough, if jt be uſed all oyer. 

Or make this Liniment therewith. Take Unguentum 
Citrimm four ounces, Oyl of Eggs ene ounce,Oyl of Tartar half 
&n ounce, Duick-felver diſſolved with Turpentine, and the oynt- 
ment preſcribed formerly, half an ounce, Fuyce of Lemmons, or 
Oranges two outices and an half, Borax two drams, Roots of dra» 
gons, Docks, Daffodil, Lillies roafted and beaten, and mixed 
with the aforeſaid two ounces. 

Treacle of Andromachus, and Oyl of Juniper added to 
theſe Oyntments, will much increaſe their vertue. 

Particular Applications are only to the parts affedted;to 
take away Deformity, though they cannot cure.. And they 
are uſed to the Puſtles and Ulcers external, to diminiſh or 
take away, or to corre them, as the falling of the Hair ; 
but we muſt uſe them chiefly to internal, Jeaſt they pro- 
duce worſe accidents, as in Puſtles and Ulcers internal, 
mentioned in difficulty of breathing. 

Medicines are applied outwardly to Puſtles, in the Face 
and other parts, and they are of dryers and cleanſers, or 
Cauſticks that is burners. As we ſhewed the blackneſs of 


the skin, in the Diſcourſe of Pains and Spots, Puſtles, and 
Freckles : which Remedies may be uſed here, either gentle

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t---; chem, and ſtir them often, or boyl them a little,if you 
mult uſe them preſently. | 

Or boyl in ſtrong white Vinegar, equal parts of Sul- 
phur, Niter ard Cryital finely poudered, and waſh the face

There ar2 others mentioned in a red Face, and in 
Diſcoloratioa of Brimſtone, and Milk ,and Lytharge z alſo 
Lac virginis, or Virgins Milk fo called. 

There are divers Oyntments for the parts, mentioned in 
Diſcoloration, as Unguentum citrinum for the Face, arid 
in a red Face and other Spots, made of Juyce of Plants, of 
Oyl of Eggs,Tartar, and Hellebore,of the Blood of an hare 
and Galls, eſpecially of a wild Goat approved by Dieſcori- 
des, alſo Oyl of a Lizard. | 

Another Oyntment excellent againſt puſtles. Take e- 
loes three drams, Aſarum roots one dram, both Hellebors, each 
half a dram, ſtzphiſagre one ſeruple, Coloquimtida half a ſcrupley 
with Bulls gall, make an Oyntiwent for the Face. 

Oynt:neacs made of Quick-ſilver, mentioned in Diſco- 
loration, and in the French Pox, are good here. 

Some *©xtol this, ſteep two or three Eggs a long time in 
ſtrong Vinegar, till the ſhell be conſent, then beat them 
with rhe fourth part of Vinegar, and add Frankincenſe, for 
the Face z and it 1s ſtronger with black Soap. 

The Caufticks againſt puſtles, made of Sublanate for the 
moſt part, are mentioned in the Cure of Spots in Diſcolo- 
_— Alſo Cauteries, theſe we may ufe in the Elephan- 
tiaſis. | 

Or this : Take #Uugnentum Cirrinum, Oyl of Tartar, each 
half an ounce 3 Fuyce of Lemmons one otnce, ſublimate balf 4 
dram, Vipers or Hens greaſe half an ounce : make a Lini- 
ment for the Face. 

Some gather the Worms that breed in a Viper that is 
buried, and dry them, and mix them with Cantharides, 
and ſharp Vinegar to an Oyntment. 

To waſh off the Oyntments and other things, take a de. 
cotton of Bran, and Beans fſhaled, Peaſe, Rice, Barley, 
Lupines bruiſed, not in Meal,leaſt it turns to a paſt in boy- 
ling, adding the Flowers of Beans, Water-ltflies, and ar 
Orange cut 1m pieces. :

When a fleſhy red skin grows in the Eye, leaſt it cover 
the ſight, and cauſe Blindneſs, it muſt be preſently pre- 
vented, with things mentioned in the Cure of the skin or 
film of the Eye ; if che Eye brows are red or rough, there 

- are Remedies. 


| The (nre of the 


The Erench Pox, albeit it comes from 
an external hidden Venom, yet daily 
Experince ſhews it is curable, yet with 

i Pains, and more when it is old and deep 
rooted, and hath many evil accidents ; of which ſome re- 
maining, when the reſt are cured and are incurable. 

The Cure is general of the whol Pox, or particular of 
its accidents. 

The general Cure which reſpeReth the Pox and its ac- 
cidents, is in taking away the Cauſe, that is the Venom, 
brought into the Body by InfeRtion, and the Diſeaſe that 
it cauſed : That is the Quality or hurtful Diſtemper in the 
Skin and Membranes. 

Experience hath taught us that this is done by Evacua- 
tions, and Reaſon ſheweth how, that is when the Excrt- 
ments delire to be expelled with other Humors, by Sweats 

_ and other waies, they diſcharge the Venom alſo. And the 
ſooner, 1f the eyacuating Medicines have a ſecret force or 
manifeſt quality of drawing out the poyſon and conſu- 

. ming it, then it is better drawn out, and the ey1] quality 
departeth, and the more perfe&ly, if they have a propriety 
hoon, by which they oppoſe the pox, reſiſt the poyſon, 
and take away the noxious Quality. 

Theſe Remedies which thus cure the pox do it not by 
one kind of Eyacuation, or by a conſuming force or pro- 
priety. Therefore we cannot divide the Cure according 
to their Operations. For the better declaring the Cure, 
we ſhall ſpeak of the way by Guaicum, and by Quick-ſil- 

.yer 3 and by others ſince invented. Firft, we will ſpeak 
of the Cure without Quick-filyer, then with Quick-filver. 

The Cure of the pox without Quick ſilver is twofold, 
one by ſweat chiefly, the other by purging. 

The Cure which is chiefly by ſweat, 1s done either by 
inward or outward Remedies. 

The Cure by inward ſweating Remedies, is the oldeſt 
and moſt uſual, and ic is done firſt, by giving things that 
provoke ſweat, and if they have a propriety againſt the 
pox beſides, they will doit the better ; then by giving 
things which help forward this Sweating and eyacuate the 
Body by ſlender Diet which is convenient 3 and beſides 
theſe, you muſt firſt uſe other Eyacuations, eſpecially 

. purges. This way of Cure is moft deſired and moſt in 

_ uſe, —_— be long and troubleſom, by reaſon of 
ſweating, ing and purging, becauſe it is ſafer then 0- 
ther wates, which are dangerous upon the leaſt miſtake. 

This cure is commonly by Guaicum,which was brought 
hither with the pox from the 7ndies, and hath been uſed 
for the Cure eyer fince; becauſe it doth not onely cauſe 
ſweat, but becauſe it is thought to have a propriety to re- 
fiſt the Venom of the pox. 

We make for this purpoſe a ſweating Decodtion of the 
Wood, which hath a ſharpneſs and bzxtuminous Sent, and 
ſomtimes of the Bark thus. 

A plain Decottion commonly uſed. Take of the daft, fi- 
lings or ſhavings of Guaicum from the hard ſtock , or from a 
Pick, which being barked or peeled is outwardly yellow, and in- 
wardly black one pound, pour upon it twelve pints of Spring- 
water, let it ſtand to infuſe in a glaſſed Veſſel covered, then boyl 
it with a gentle fire by degrees, till two parts of three be conſu- 
med, of which pour the clear part after it is ſettled into a Glaſs, 
and keep it ſlopped, and keep the F eces for the uſe that ſhall be 
after mentioned. 

'It will be ſtronger, if, as they who boyl with more care, 
uſe to do, you add three or four ounces of the bark to the 
pound of Wood ; or if you” boyl it higher then is menti- 

, oned, or take at firſt but eight pints of water. 

Being thus made,it hath not ſach a ſent 25d taſt as Phy- 

fick, but it is alittle ſnarp, and pleaſant to the Party,when 
uſed to it ; if any deſire it fixqeter, you may add ſugar and 


Cinnamon 3 'fome do with Wine, but it is better withowe 
becauſe it is to be taken faſting, which will hurt the Heaq' 
and it will inflame the Body when they ſweat, at which 
time 1t muſt be given alſo. | 

Theſe muſt drink of this Decottion four» five or. fix 
Weeks, every morning faſting in their bed, a little warmeq 
from ſ1x ounces to eight,arilmg by degrees, and ſo deſcen.- 
ding : and let them coyer themiſelyes to ſweat aſter it, as 
long as they can two or three hours ; and let them be yi. 
bod with hot Cloaths, and the ſheets changed for others 
that are dry and warm, then let them riſe, and dine about 
two or three hours after. | 

This Decottion 1s given three or four hours before Sup. 
per to ſtrong Men, for the better Evacuation and ſpeedier 
Cure, ef] pecially when the Diſeaſe 1s old,in the ſame quan- 
tity. Others take it again ſome hours aſter ſupper, but to 
no purpoſe, beeauſe it will hinder their reſt in the night, 
and being to take it in the morning, it will be to ſoon, and 
wall weak him. | 

As for their \Diet in this time, becauſe it muſt be exaR, 
they call all this courſe of Phyſick a Diet, becauſe the pa- 
tients deſiring not to be known to have the pox, by their 
conſtant ſeating and ſtaying within,pretend that they uſe 
a convenient Diet only : this Diet 1s to be ſiritly obſerved 
1n theſe particu/ars ſollowmsg. 

Let the Air be hot in the time of the Cure, that he may 
ſweat the better, and not haye 1t driven in, by keeping 3 

ood fire all the time, and let him not go forth, except it 
C a hot day, and then only at noon. | 

Let his Meat be little, only ſo much as will keep up his 
ſtrength, of good Juyce, and no Varieties, for the conſu- 
ming of the Humors and Excrements, and that by reaſon 
of good Food in a finall quantity taken, they may be hin- 
dered from Increaſe, by which the Cure will proceed the 
better, and Nature wall be leſs hindered in ſweating, being 
not burdened with meat,or called in to Concot. There- 
fore let him keep a very ſtrict Diet, and eat but twice in a 
day or but once if he can forbear, and that without gorg- 
ing : Let him have but one diſh or but twice at the moſt : 
and that it may be of good Juyce and not excrementiti- 
ous, ſome eat only fleſh, and bread and fruits, after this 
manner. 

Hens fleſh is moſt uſual, and Chickens,boiled ſor broath 
or of old Hens or Cocks, becauſe it is the pleafanter and 
ſtronger Broath, excellent againſt the pox, one quarter at 
a time of a Cock, is ſufficient. Alſo Veal, Kid, Mutton, 
if tender, may be taken three ounces at the moſt, at one 
Meal ; ſomtimes Pigeons, Partridges and Chickens roa- 
ſted, yay be given in the ſame quantity, Rear Eggs or the 
Yolks onely may be given, if you abate them fo much of 
their fleſh. 

Four ounces of Bread are enough, ſor their Meat and 
Broath, becauſe the Diet muſt be very ſlender, and it muſt 
be of pure Wheat, «but a little leavened and well baked. 

 Dryed Fruits may be the ſecond courſe, in a ſmall quan- 
tity, ſuch as fill not over much, as Raiſons, Prunes, Figs) 
if they nouriſh much, as Almonds,you muſt abate ſo much 
bread. 

As for Sauces, all falt things muſt be avoided, neither 
fleſh nor bread muſt be ſalt or very little, not only becauſe 
they hinder ſweat ( as they ſay ) but becauſe ſalt meat will 
make more thirſty, who by reaſon of ſweating are apt tO 
be ſo, whereby they will drink more, and be more hot and 
unquiet. Therefore Spices muſt be avoided or regulated, 
ws ſharp Fruits are forbidden, except they be givep to al- 
lay the Heat. F. 

Drink is not to be denied in this Diſeaſe, becauſe 1t 1s 
quickly digeſted, and they may drink freely, if they be 
thirſty, becauſe it refreſheth them without burden, and 
helps Sweating, therefore at meat and between meals, let 
them drink except other things hinder ; but no Wine, be- 
cauſe it would inflame the Body, and hurt the Nerves and 
Head, and therefore we only allow a little to weak per- 
ſons to refreſh them either alone or with Water, _ 
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boyled, to take off the Crudity, and to provoke Sweat the 
better, is commended. Thus, Take the ſhavings of Guia- 
cum which were boyled, put twevle ov eight pints of water there- 
zo, boyl it to half, and ſtrain 1t. This they may drink 
freely at Meate and othertimes, and it will not be unplea- 
fantwhen they are uſed to it, eſpecially if you add alittle 
Cinnamon, or Sugar, or Raiſons boyled therein, others 
add many things as Liquoriſh, which cauſeth a Phyſical 
taſt, and make them loath it, except you put Wine to 1t 
which is allowed bur in great weakneſs. _ 
Sleep is allowed not only at night,. but in the' morning 
and before ſupper when they Sweat, becauſe it doth not 
. only provoke ſweat, but being at reſt they better indure 
If. | 
Let him walk abont the Chamber, uſe Friions or 
' Rubbings, eſpecially after Sweat, let him Comb and Rub 
his Head. Alſo, 
__ You muſt keep the Belly looſe which is apt to be bound 
by faſting and ſweating. Let him beware of Venery,and 
r&freſh his Mind with Sport, Diſcourſe and Muſick. 
You muſt alwaies purge before you begin to give Guia- 
cum for ſweating to So_l the thick Humors and Excre- 
ments. And ſomtimes you muſt purge in the time of the 
Dyetr, the rather if the Body be fowl, that the Cure may 
proceed the better, becauſe it helpeth the operation of the 
Guiacum by taking away the cauſe of the Diſeaſe. And 
| becauſe no certain humor, as was ſhewed, produceth this 
Diſeaſe, therefore you muſt dire& your purges to the'con- 
ſtitution, and to the quantity and quality of the Humors 
and Excrements, Thus, | 
Firſt give an Emollient Clyſter: to take away the Excre- 
ments from the Guts that may clenſe, and be ſharp, ſuch 
as are preſcribed in many places. Or a Suppolitory, 
or give Caſſia, Manna, ſome mollifing Decotion, the 
. the Infuſion of Rubarb, ſyrup of Roſes Solutive, ſyrup of 
| Peach flowers, Catholicon, and other mild EleQtuaries 
or gentle Pills, or Lozenges, ſuch as are Mentioned in 
other Diſeaſes. TE 
' Theſe being adminiftred, If the Body be ful, let blood 
in the Arme, whuch is not needful in the Flegmatick and 
leane Bodies, except uſed to it. Then prepare theHumors 
as we ſuppoſe they abound, if they. be Cholerick or ſharp, 
with ſyrup of Fumitory, Hops, Bugloſs, Mayden-hair, 
Endive, . Succory, Violets, Apples; or the like with

Take the 790ts 
of Docks three ounces, of Graſs, ec. Or you may give pur- 
ing Wines, made of the ſumples of the former Decoftion, 
infuſed therein, or that preſcribed 1n the Ttch, "+ 
After preparation, or purging with preparation, we 
uſe ſtrong purges; if we ſuppoſe the Body not purged ſuf. 
ficiently, we give ſtrong Purges divers wates, by adding 
to the laſt draught of the Decodtion, an EfeRuary, or the 
like that purgeth, or another Decoctron, Eleftuary, or 
Pills, conſidering the ſpots, Puftles, Ulcers and Pains. 
Commonly they purge Melancholly that ſuppoſe it to be 
the cauſe of the Pox, and therefore they give Confetio 
Hamech and Diaſenna, alfo Pills of Lapis Lazuli, of Fu- 
-mitory, and others mentioned in Melancholly Diſeaſes. 
And we allow theſe in ſtrong people, becauſe they Purge 
'Choller and ſharp Humors! of all ſorts. Other Purges 
alſo mentioned in the Cure of the Scabs, and if there be 
pains about the bones, Pils of HermodaQils » ſtinking Pils, 


or Pilule fetide,arnd others mentioned in Arthritis And 


many others mentiouedn other Difeafes,which have both 


proper Waters, as of Scabious and the like, and ſo let him | Scammony and Goloquintida, which are uſed indifferent= 


take thſe Juleps fome daies together before Purging. 

When they are Flegmatick and ful of pain we add the 
ſyrup of Stoechas or French Lavender, which is very goad 
made? of Bettony and Hyſop, alſo Honey of Roſes and the 
like, with the waters of thoſe Plants, or of Calamints, 
Bawm, &c. And when there is pain about the bones, the 
water of ground pine and Prim-rofes. You may alſo 
prepare with DecoCtions made of the ſame Herbs. 

We put Spices, as Cinnamon, into thoſe Juleps, and 

ecoCtions to make them pleaſant. Or Trionſantalon, 
Diarhodon, Aromaticuin Roſatum. Or give a Lozenge 
thereof after it. 

Many times we purge and prepare at the ſame time, 
mixing gentle pergers: with the preparatives, 'when they 
are weak and Cholerick, or ſtronge purges when they are 
Flegmatick and Luſty. Proper for the Humors we in- 
tend to oppoſe eſpecially ſuch as purge watery, Salt, and 
ſharp Humors, when there are Spots and Ulcers, ſuch as 
were preſcribed in divers Diſeaſes, eſpecially in the Itch. 
Or if there be pain about the bones, we muſt give ſuch as 
are preſcribed in the Diſeaſes of the Joynts from watry 
Humors. | NY:

And among the reſt 
Wine, wherein an Apple of Coloquintida hath been all 
night infuſed, or that wherein ſome of the lefſer Spurge 
Seeds have been infuſed ; or they bid them ſwallow the 
feeds, or they purge at firſt, with the Decoftion of Helle- 
bore, ſuch as we mentioned in Cure of the Itch + where 
we ſhewed how the Empericks cured the Itch and other 
Diſeaſes: only with Stybium infuſed, which 1s good here 
alſo ; As alſo how good purging at firſt in many perverſe 
Diſeaſes hath excellent ſucceſs, as with the dry leaves of 
true black Hellebore poudered and made into Pills with 
Aloes. = ; 
After Evacuation made, ' you: nuſt refreſh- the Body a 
day or two' with Conſerve of Bugloſs, ' Borrage, Roſes, 
Stoechas, Roſemary, Marjoram; Treacle of Mithridate, and 
thelike. Among Cordials thoſe of Guiacum are beſt, and

There are other Sweats or Sudorifick Decottions and 
Wines, ſtilled Waters and EleQuaries good againſt other 
Diſeaſes, which may do well here if often adminiſtred, ſuch 
as were mentioned in the ſtoppage of Sweat and the like, | 
eſpecially thoſe mentioned in the Cure of a. peſtilential 
Feaver, which are thought as good here. In this Diſeaſe be- | 
Ing venemous, they cure not only by fveat, but by reliſt- 
ing of Venom. Among the reſt the Treacle waters there 
mentioned are good. | 

As for Goverment, when they take theſe Sweats of wine 


or diſtilled Waters thus prepared, they muſt obſerve the 
ſame Rules, that were before preſcribed, they muſt keep 
their warmsChamder, eat little, and no varieties, and for 
their Drink uſe the thin DecoGtion of Guatcum and Sarſa- | 
parilla ; or if the ſweating Wine mentioned, be pleaſant, 
they may drink it at Meales, and if it inflame, it may be 
mixed with Water. And if you fear leaſt the Liver or o- 
ther Bowels ſhould be inflamed by the uſe of theſe hot ſu- 
dorificks, you muſt give ſome cooling Syrups to allay the 
Heat, and have a care the Belly be not bound;and that the 
Cure may go on the better purge the Body now and then. 
The Cure of the Pox by outward Applications, without 
Quick-ſilyer to cauſe Sweat, is not performed ; but they 
muſt keep warm, as we ſhewed, and uſe bathing or hot 
Houſes to farther it, the dry Bath or hot Houſe is the beſt; 
for the Body there ſhut up is made hot and opened, and 
the Humors drawn forth by Sweat z and it may take away 
the ſeed of the Diſeaſe by long continuance, if it be not 
deep rooted. But in regard this hot Houſe alone is not 
alwaies ſufficient, if you will uſe it, let it be when ſweat 1s 
hard to be provoked, by things given inwardly in the bed, 
and then co go into the Stove, and by its heat make way, 
and diſpoſe the Body once or twice, till Nature doth it of 
her own accord, is good. The chief uſe of a hot Houſe in 
the end of the Cure, is to take away whatſoever remains 
fixed in the skin,and to cleanſe the ſame; and then we give 
leaye to waſh in the hot Honſe with wine, water and lye, 
which could not be granted before. But inte Cure of 
the Pox, not only dry Baths are uſed, but before the Cure 
is taken in hand, if you doubt of the ſame by reaſon of the 
obſcurity of the ſigns : And the often uſing of theſe ſweat- 


Ing Baths, by drawing forth the hidden ſecds to the ſuper- 
facies, will diſcover the certainty of the Diſcaſe by Spots 
and the like. | | 

And becauſe the uſe of thoſe Baths is ordinary known, 
we will not ſpeak further of them : but that they may 
ſweat the better, we give the Patient before he goes in, 
Treacle or ſome other ſweating Medicine ; and we let him 
ny _ as long as he can, and aſter we keep him from 
Cold. 

A moiſt Bath either Artificial-or Natural, is ſeldom u- 
ſed for the Cure of the Pox, becauſe Experience teacheth 
that it doth more hurt then good by its Moiſtneſs, - 

Yet ſome there are that though they deny the Bath of 
ſweet water, and other things that aſtringe too much, yet 
they allow things that rarihe or ſtrongly attra&t, for rhe 
helping of the Medicines to work, when they are flow:and 
therefore uſe moiſt Baths before, in which they boyl hot 
herbs and flowers,and ſeeds of all ſorts,eſpecially Dwarfe- 
elder, and Elicampane Leayes and Roots, Mugwort, C ha- 
momul flowers, Melilot, Juniper-berries, alſo Guaicum, 
and Juniper chips, yet theſe being not ſo ſafe may be left 
out. Others commend ſtrong drying Baths, butT have 
obſerved that they do hurt _ not good : except after the 
ras refreſn ſome Member that hath been wearicd with 
Medicines, and to ſtrengthen the Body, and then we add 
to the former Artificial Baths things proper for that, as 
Groundpine, and other Herbs mentioned in the pains of 
the Joynts. 

The Cure of the Pox by purging is not ſo uſzal, becauſe 
lately invented, and this is done by giving violent purges 
often, and refreſhing the Body by turns. And ſometimes 
it 1s cured by this way alone, without the uſe of any other 
Evacuations, Sweating or Fluxing. Sometimes we joyn 
ſweating with purging, eſpecially when the Patient will 
not endure ſtrogg purging, ſuch as is required for this 
Curre, and then after purging divers times,we ive the de- 
cottion of Guaicum ſome dates to ſweat, and then purge 
again, and ſo as formerly till it be cured : ſometimes we 
conſume half the time in purging, and the other in ſweat- 
ing, With internal Sudorificks, alſo we uſe outward dry 
Baths, and mix purging by fits, And in purging, we 
chooſe not things for ſome onely Humors, becauſe we 
know not it 1s that cauſeth the Pox, but any thing that 
will purge, for they which abound will be ſooneſt evacuat- 
ed when Nature is ſtirred up. And we obſerve that al Phy- 
litians, though they talk of purging, Melancholy or fleem, 
yet they uſe any kind, which we give according to the con- 
ſtitution, and ſtrength, and as there are Spots, Puſlles, Ul- 
cers, or Pains, as we fad for purging with ſeating : theſe

* dy. For this Artificial Cinnaber keeps ſtill the force of 
Quick-filver, and when it is burnt by reaſon of the Brim- 
ſtone, it hath a greater and more peircing fume, or ſmoak 
and works as ſtrong as Quick-hlver when it toucheth the 
Body, and cabfeck Salzyation or ſpetting and a fore 
mouth,and Cures the Pox.And therefore our* hyrurgions 
uſe it more then the Union, or 1f there be any relicks 
after another courſe hath been taken, this will clear re- 
move them. They mix things to corre the ſtink of Cin- 
nabar, when they raiſe theſe Fumes, which they powder 
and lay upon the Coales ; or they mix Cinnabar with 
Roſin, or the Infuſion of Gum Traganth, and make Tro- 
ches thereof, which they lay upon the Coales to ſmoak.

| and Ambergreeſe, or a drop of Oyl of Cinnamon, to re- 
freſh it by it ſcent. Alſo becauſe Gold is good againſt the 
Venom of Quick-ſilyer, and to make them dearer, they 
uſe to guild them. 

Another Compolition. Take .F1lves one ounce, Rhubarb 
or Agarick two drams, Maſtick one dram, Quick-ſitver killed 
with 7 urpentine two or three drams, with Syrup of Roſes ſolu- 
tives _ them up, adding the aforeſaid Spices, give one 
ſcruple at a time, or more if the former work not. 

We make theſe Pills ſtronger, by adding ſtrong Pur- 
gers, which take away ſpitting, they are given every day, 
or eyery other day, and Treacle between. 

, They are made thus : Take of the Pills mentioned of quick- 
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71g, till the Liquor be gone, and keep the remaming Bo- 
dy, and this they uſe as the ſafeſt precipitate. 

Others take more pains, and ſteep it in Spirit of Wine, 
and ſtill with a retort, and then dry it to a red: Pouder &.

I thought fit not to omit that famous Medicine of the 
Chymiſts called Zezoar mineral, for curing the Pox, it is 
thus made. Take _Lntimony,and Sublimare calcined with Vi- 
trio very white, and let it be thrice finely poudered, of each as 
much as you pleaſe,firſt ground by themſelves,and then toge= 

ther, and draw out the Oyl by a Glaſs retort with a gentle 
fire, by degrees increaſed, ſeparate the coagulated Mer- 
cury as much as you can. Take four ounces of 
this Oyl, and pour upon it three ounces of Vitriol 
by drops, which will make a. great Noiſe, feill them ins 
ſand till they are dry, fortifie the Spirit with one ounce of 
freſh, do thus thrice and the Mercury will be fixed, calcine 
this 1n the fire of Fulmination, and it will be very white, 
and it muſt be ſweetned with ſpirit of wine, often poured 
on and drawn off, this 1s Bezor mineral, keep it in a glaſs 
and give two or four grains at a time. Theſe are not to 
be aiod raſhly becauſe dangerous, and when all things fail, 
nor muſt all know them. And when we uſe them we muſc 
refreſh them with things internal and external, and we 
prevent the Flux, Dyſentery : as we ſhewed in Dyſentery.

The expullive Faculty is compelled ſomtimes byhumors 
that burden the womb, to void not onely them, but the 
Child alſo, eſpecially by blood, which if it be-too plenti- 
ful for the nouriſhing of the Child, and not conſumed by 
it, about the Veins of the Womb, it burdeneth Nature, 
which labours to throw it out, and ſometimes the Terms 
comming upon a Woman with Child, the Child is alſo 
ſent forth with them. Therefore when women with child

have their Terms, they are in danger to mifcarry. Or if 


the Terms be provoked by opening a Vein in the Foot, the

Child ; and if it could be there, it could not ſo looſen it ; 
nor can it do it when in the Neck of the womb, becauſe it

The womb muſt be put up, and for the better perfor. 
mance there of, you muſt takeaway firſt the Excrements 


they pierce the oppor par of the Codd with a long Nee- 
dle, through the Paſſage of the Rimme of the Belly, and 
draw a thread after it, and ſo ſay that they can ſtop the 
Paſſage by tying of the thread, and cure the Patient with- 
out loſs of Stone or Seed-veſlels. 

I have often heard that a Rupture might be cured with- 
out cutting, but while I write theſe things, there came to 
me very ſeaſonably a French Surgeon, which I faw perfor- 
med the Cure with good ſucceſs by this way. And being 
* It is without pain, or but with very little, and without loſs 

of Blood, it is the beſt and ſafeſt way. Andain regard the 
Veſſels may better be ſeen and felt without Blood, it 1s the 
beſt way ſor males, to prevent Gelding. 

He applied a potential Cantery, a little above the ſtone 
on the Rupture h1de, where the patſage of the Runme goes 
into the Codd, ſo large that it mortified the $kin half a fin- 
gers length and breadth, making an Eſcaar or Scab which 
he took off, and applied another Cauteryytill the skin was 
all taken away and the fat appeared, which he cut off, ſo 
that he could perceive the patiage riat carried the Seed- 
veſſels. This being done in two dayes time, he handſomly 
ſeparated the Veſſels from the paſſage, ard with a crooked 
Needle conyeighed a thread underneath, and ſo gently ry- 


ed the paſſage without pain, and aſter the thread fell off in 


time,he with incarnative or fleſh-hreeding Medicines, pro- 
duced a Callus or Hardneſs, which grew the better to the 


paſſage, becauſe the ſecond skin to the Teſticles called E- | 
rythrois, is red, flethy and muſculous. And fo by preſſing 


down, and filling up the place where ſubſtance was loſt, 
he ſtopped the paiſage by which the Guts came forth, and 
ſo he performed the Cure perfeftly and happily without 
Gelding. And I underſtood by Letters, he brought to me, 
that he had cured divers the ſame v;ay. 

In other parts you may not uſe cutting or burning for a 
Rupture as in the Groine, becauſe you cannot fo eaſily lay | 
hold of the Rimme of the Belly and bind itz yet it may 
help ſomtimes, eſpecially becauſe proud Feſh will ſooner 
grow, while a wound is healing : as IT ſhewed. And this 
muſt be done when the Patient 1s upon his back, by an In-

The greateſt hope 15 when the 
Womb is not quite fallen out, but hangs in the pafſage,eſ- 
pecially when it is deep, for then the ſtrall Veins are leſs 
divided. Nevertheleſs, for the Cure perfeftly or imper- 
ſely, firſt you muſt conſider the Cauſe and then the Diſ- 
eaſe, 

The Cauſe of Falling out of the Womb muſt firſt be re- 
moyed, by keeping them at reſt, or with little motion, and 
from inynoderate Venery, and preventing neeſing, cough- 
_ Ing and roaring: And if ſhe be with child, give her things 
to help the Birth, when it is at hand. Andlet her Body 
be alwaies kept ſoluble by Meats and Medicines, to avoid 
training. Andit is better to purge ſo, then to ufe moiſt- 
ning Diets, which cauſe the Ligaments to be looſe, and 
the Womb to fall our. And if the womb be moiſt, or ſhe 
have the Whites, you may give ſtrong Purges to take a-

We purge with pentle things, for hot and ſharp Medi- 
cines will inflame the blood after and weaken the Patient 3 
and with things that bind, as Rhubarb, Myrobalans, Juyce 
and Syrup of Roſes, Senna, and the like, or with ſtronger 
things mentioned when there is much Choller or water. 

We uſe things that alter which are'cold and drying, or 
thicken the blood, or with ſome other Property ſtay the

The DecoGtion of five leaved Graſs,  Plantane, Shep- 
heard-purſe, Solomons Seal, Myrtles, Comfrey, Horſe-

Spiders webbs alone, or mixed Mill duſt, and Touch- 
wood poudered fine : Alſo the Down of Willow-fowers, 
and other Plants, and of white Poplar, and other Down 
that ſticks to Leaves, firſt ſteep'd in Vinegat and dryed, 
thruſt into the Noſe ſtop the veins, with the help of the 
conyvealed blood. 

Alſo dip Clouts, or Cotton or Silk in Ink, ſuch as they 
write with, and dry them, and put them into the Noſe, or 
inake them into Pouder. 


You may make Syrups of the Decoctions of the ſame, 
mentioned in Spitting of Blood ; and theſe of Sorrel, Lem- | 
mons, Pomegranates, Quinces, and Water-lillies.

We ſhewed in the Cure of Ophthalmy or Redneſs of the 
Eyes, 2 70% that keep the Blood from flowing into 
them, and they are good here.

clammy. As Flegm ſomtimes -thin and clear, as whey, 
fomtumes ſharp, ſalt, cholerick and hot. And that theſe 
Humors flow from the Brain is plain, jbecauſe Tears break 
forth ſo ſpeedily, and in ſuch plenty, For though that 
Moiſture with which the Eyes are moiſtned for their better 
Motion, come from the Serum which ſweats through the 
Veins of the Eyes ; yet thoſe little Veins cannot contain 
ſo much as will make Tears to flow. This Defluxion of 
water into the Eyes to make tears 1s more eafie, becauſe 
there is an uſual Paſſage to theNoſe,by which it 1s evacua- 
ted Naturally, by a privaic Hole at the Roots of ihe Eyes, 
and another in the inward Corner of the Eye. By which 
means upon the leaſt Motion, the Eye is filled with tears. 
Alſo an Excrement of Flegm and Water, gathered in the 
brain, as we ſhewed, may flow forth divers wayes, and 
ſo it may deſcend into the Noſe and Eyes, We cannot 
grant that the tears ſhould flow by an internal or external 
Veins, as ſome have ſuppoſed ; becauſe the Veins carry 
Blood, and not Flegm, and the water cannot be quickly 
ſeparated from the blood, but we ſay it comes from the 

Brain by Paſſages ordained therefore. And if by Chance 

fuch excrementitious humors ſhould flow to the Eyes from, 
without the Skull, we fuppoſe it would rather lye under 

the skin and Eye-lidds {well them, then make many tears. 

And the reaſon why this Flegm and whey is carried in- 
to the Eyes and cauſeth tears, which in ſound people are 
flegmatick, in ſick more watery, which are of long Conti- 
nuance, ts the abundance of thoſe excrementitious humors 
in the Head, by which means thi:y flow into the Noſe, and 
alfo into the Eyes, keeping them alwayes wet and full ; 
and the rather, when the Eye is made fit to receiye 1t by be- 
img often watered, or is weak, and looſe from ſome Diſ- 
eaſe. And theſe Kinds of Tears do no wayes inconvent- 
ence, but by their Moiſture, eſpecially when they come 
from a flegmatick Humor. But if they. come from abun- 
dance of water, being ſalt, ſharp or hot, with Itching, or 
rednefs of the Eye-brows, mentioned in Epiphora, they 
are troubleſom. 

Alſo from an Ulcer of the inward, Corner, or the Eye; 
when the little fleſh that grows there is conſumed, and the 
Hole enlarged, by which the Moiſture of the Eyefalls up- 
on the Noſe, or from a Fiſtula there, when it falls into the 
Noſe, and fills the Eyes, and cauſeth a continual weeping. 
As we ſhewed in Epiphora, or Rhewm of the Eyes, and fi- 
ſtula lacrymalis. | 

The expulſive Faculty being ſtirr'd up by the provoking 
of the Eye, or the parts adjacent, driving the Humors ſud-

Serum or water 15 attrated by Heat external, for ther 
that with the Blood is ſnatched to the ſuperficies of the bo 
dy, and goes through the skin, as water is diltilled from 
Plants, as I ſhewed. And the »rather, when the water is 
made thin and hot, that it may pierce. Andif there be 
|plenty, or if it be thin, ſharp, or cholerick, 1t will be 

more eaſily drawn out by the heat. And as Heat doth 

cauſe aNatural ſweat,ſfo if it be yehement or long.it is pre-= 
ternatural. This, Heat is from Exerciſe or Baths, dry and 
moiſt, and the immoderate uſe of theſe cauſeth immode- 
rate Sweats. Therefore Baths are faid to weaken. 

In Diſeaſes, as Feavers,though the whol Body burn, yet 
it ſcarce ſweats, till Nature expells the Cauſe thereof by 
ſweat, which is in intermitting Feayers when the heat cea- 
ſeth in the day of reſt, and in continual Feavers, when they 
decline. For when the Body is hot, and Nature is bulie 
in the ConcoGtion of the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, it cannot 
be ſent forth by ſweat, but when it is prepared, and made 
thin it may. 4 | 

Nature drives water to the Superficies of the Body, 
where it is burdened therewith, and then the expullive Fa- 
culty labours to caſt it out by ſweat. ; 

Nature is burdened, when the quantity or quality of the 
Serum is offenſive z when it is too much in the Veins for 
want of Evacuation by Urin ; then when it cannot be pur» 

ed from. the blood, otherwayes it 13 ſent forth, or draws 
x by ſweat.

If the Cauſe of a Diſeaſe be in the Blood, part whereof 
is Serum*; as in Feayers, Nature if ſhe can find no other 
way, as the Urin ſends it forth by ſivear. And this if 1t 
comes kindly is healthful, though it ſtink and be diſcolou- 
xed. Bur if it be 1inmoderate, or not ſufficient, or at an 
anconvenient time, when Nature is not prepared for Ex- 
pulſion, it is evil and unprofitable. This is uſual in Con- 
zagious Diſeaſes, Nature oftentimes ſends ſorth the ey1l 
uality with the Whey with Sweat, which 1s ſometimes | 
healthful,and ſomtimes deadly. And if it come when Na- 
zural Heat begins to be extinguiſhed, and the Body Is out- 
wardly cold;then a cold ſweat will appear. All which we 
have mentioned 1n ſuch Niſecaſcs. 
Alſo when Nature is moved by Paſſion, and drives the 
Spirits inward or outward, there will be f\yeat, which will 
reſently be cold, if the heat go in, as in a wounding, and

Thoſe are preſcribed in Epiphora, and in the Cure of 
the Ulcer of the Eyes, as that Pouder in Epiphora which 
begins thus. Take Cadmia, or Braſi, Ore erc. Or thus : 
Take _Antimony prepared, or thas of Blood-ſione, Smoah of 
Frankincenſe, &c. and that of Salt, and the Collyria o7 Eye- 
medicines made of white V itriol, and the ſtreng aſtringent Poy-= 
der there mentioned. 

And the Oyntments mentioned for the Ulcers of the 
Eyes, both white, red and black, and that with Sarcocol, 
&c. And the three Collyriums of Rhalis, called Eleiſer, 
of Lead, and Polycreſton, leaving out the Opium in the 
two laſt.

«If often, or conſtant tears be without.the Diſeaſes men- 
tioned, by reaſon of water flowing not by uſual Paſſages, 
Hut into theEyes, it muſt be cured. Thus the Humors 
that abound in the Head muſt be purged, and they are to 
de hindered in their Paſſage, and the Flux ſent ſrom the 
Eyes to another Paſſage, and ſtopped, the tears conſumed, 
and the Eyes ſtrengthened. 

Thus you muſt purge by ſtool, by maſtication, or chew- 
ing, by ſneefing, for though ſmeeſing cauſe tears, yet be- 
cauſe it ſends them to the Noſttils, 1t doth good : ſuch as 
are preſcribed in Defluxions, and the Pain they cauſe, in 
the Cough, Ophthalmy, or Inflammation of the Eyes,and 
in Weakneſs of Sight. 1 

Sweating often doth chiefly take away thoſe Moiſtures 
from the Head and whol Body, which may be done by the

| Blood-letting is good in full bodies, becauſe ſome of 
the Excrements are taken away thereby, either at a Vein 
or With Scarification : As alſo by proyoking the terms 1s 
ſtopped, becauſe thereby, the Excrements that cauſe the 
Whites are totally taken away or in part, 
Firſt we -muſt-purge, and the more by how much the 
greater the Flax 13 ;. and we mult regard the Conſtitutions 
and purge with. things proper for the humor abounding, 
alwaies uling thoſe Purgers which have an altringent quas- 
lity, as in other Fluxes. |

There is nothing peculiar for cold Sweats, for in Dif- 
eaſes they are deadly. If they come from fainting, they 
ceaſe when the Patient comes to himſelf. If Heat cauſeth 
ſweating with ſaintneſs, that muſt be allayed. Tf the a- 
bundance of Moiſture that muſt be diminiſhed. If Sweats 
in Diſeaſes be ſuperfluous and unprofitable,and cannot be 
well topped without weakneſs : though Nature endeavors

3s, the urin will paſs that way till death 3 neither will the 
ulcer grow together: As we ſhewed m the Cutting of a 
fleſhy Rupture, when the bladder was divided, ſo that the 
wound turned - into a Fiſtula, and the Patient pifſed 
through it without other inconvenience, becauſe the urin 
fcll not into the belly, bur came forth. Somtimes as in 
him that was gored with an Ox through the belly and 
bladder, when the wound is cured, the urin turns to its 
proper paſſage z which we ſuppoſe was done becauſe the 
wound was 1n the fleſhy part of the bladder, which will 
grow together, and be healed, otherwiſe in the membra- 
nous part it will not, except the wound be'near to ſome 
fleſh which is pierced, unto which the membrane may 
grow, ſo that the hole in the bladder may be covered with 
a Callus, and the urin return to its Natural paſſage.
